“I am content to let the house 
decide the question,” he said.

K atz followed instructions in the 
note, driv ing w ith the interm edi­ 
ary along a lower E a st Side street. 
As they passed a dark ened hall­ 
way, the interm ediary w as called 
inside. 
In the dark ness he could 
not see to whom he w’aa talk ing. 
W hen he protested $300 was all 
the money av ailable, the m an told 
him to drop it on the floor, a few 
m inutes la te r the boy walk ed out 
of a doorw ay a few houses aw'&y.

Intent Uncertain 
Another version of the confes­ 
sion, which was not given In its 
entirety to newsmen, was th at 
Wood had confessed he had plan 
ned to kill Nelson from the first 
This version quoted Wood as say­ 
ing he intended to dispose of the 
body before w riting any ransom 
notes. 
Nelson, considered Grundy coun­ 
ty ’s most eligible bachelor, vanish­ 
ed from his farm Sunday and the 
F. B. I. a t Chicago had been asked 
to aid in the search for him. 
Re­ 
latives said they 
feared he had 
been kidnaped. 
When neighbors reported they 
had seen Wood’s car in the Nelson 
driveway Sunday evening, Wood 
was taken into custody for ques­ 
tioning, although he already was 
active in the hunt for the missing 
man. 
Wood was among the first 
to volunteer his services to Nel­ 
son’s worried kinfolk. 
Sheriff Hoyt became suspicious 
when stains resembling blood were 
found on clothing Wood had worn 
Sunday. 
Efforts had been made 
to remove the stains, the sheriff 
said. Wood denied the stains were 
blood but after an examination, Dr. 
Clarence Muehlberger, county cor­ 
oner’s chemist a t Chicago, declared 
the stains were made by blood. 
Confronted with this evidence 
last night, Sheriff Hoyt said, Wood 
suddenly collapsed and his confes­ 
sion followed. 
The sheriff said Wood admitted 
that after he had killed Nelson, 
he stuffed the body Into his car 
and drove south through the town 
of Morris to Seneca, five miles 
further on, where he dumped the 
body into the Illinois river.

Sciatica is pain along the course 
of the sciatic nerv e, which is down 
the back of the leg. Almost all sci­ 
atica is secondary, either to focal 
infection or to dislocation of the 
bones in the pelv is, or pressure upon 
the nerv e somewhere in its course. 
Postural defects are predisposing 
factors where the muscles are chron­ 
ically ov erworked. 


In treatment, the most important 
element probably is rest. Any mo­ 
tion producing pain in an inflamed 
nerv e is harmful and increases dis­ 
ability. Any case in which pain is 
aggrav ated by motion should be put 
t complete rest until the acute stage 
subsides. Many cases nev er get well 
until the leg is splinted. 


Other Remedies 


Ex ternal Agents 


Of the other forms of neuritis, 
some are caused by ex ternal agents, 
such as inorganic salts of metals, 
notably lead arsenic and gold, and 
also substances used for cosmetic 
effect and depilatories. 


The second group is due to defi­ 
ciencies in diet. These deficiencies 
may be caused by some disease of 
the digestive tract which causes a 
limitation of diet, by underlying 
disease such as pernicious anemia or 
diabetes, or the vomiting of preg­ 
nancy, which prevents the absorp­ 
tion of antincuritic substances in 
the diet, and notably by the use of 
alcohol. 


Alcoholic neuritis has an interest­ 
ing and curious history. It was long 
believed that the neuritis which fol­ 
lows the use of alcohol was due to 
the action of the drug itself on the 
nerves. It is now known, however, 
that it is simply due to the fact that 
an alcoholic does not eat a balanced 
diet. In fact, he is likely to eat very 
little and to obtain his calories from 
the alcohol.

Sciatica is pain along the course 
of the sciatic nerve, which is down 
the back of the leg. Almost all sci­ 
atica is secondary, either to focal 
infection or to dislocation of the 
bones in the pelvis, or pressure upon 
the nerve somewhere in its course. 
Postural defects are predisposing 
factors where the muscles are chron­ 
ically overworked. 


In treatment, the most important 
element probably is rest. Any mo­ 
tion producing pain in an inflamed 
nerve is harmful and increases dis­ 
ability. Any case in which pain is 
aggravated by motion should be put 
t complete rest until the acute stage 
subsides. Many cases never get well 
until the leg is splinted. 


Other Remedies 


External Agents 


Of the other forms of neuritis, 
some are caused by external agents, 
such as inorganic salts of metals, 
notably lead arsenic and gold, and 
also substances used for cosmetic 
effect and depilatories. 


The second group is due to defi­ 
ciencies in diet. These deficiencies 
may be caused by some disease of 
the digestive tract which causes a 
limitation of diet, by underlying 
disease such as pernicious anemia or 
diabetes, or the vomiting of preg­ 
nancy, which prevents the absorp­ 
tion of antineuritic substances in 
the diet, and notably by the use of 
alcohol. 


Alcoholic neuritis has an interest­ 
ing and curious history. It was long 
believed that the neuritis which fol­ 
lows the use of alcohol was due to 
the action of the drug itself on the 
nerves. It is now known, however, 
that it is simply due to the fact that 
an alcoholic does not cat a balanced 
diet. In fact, he is likely to eat very 
little and to obtain his calories from

PENSACOLA, Fla., Feb. 22-A n 
investigation by navy Bureau of

Aeronautics officials was under 
way today into the crash of eight 
navy planes and the deaths of tw’o 
student pilots in a sudden fog late 
Monday . 
The disaster, w’orst in the his­ 
tory of the naval air training sta­ 
tion at Pensacola, destroy ed about 
1320,000 worth of equipment, it 
w'as estimated by the navy . 
Twelve planes were in the flight, 
which took off about 5:30 p.. m. 
Monday . 
Six pilots saved them­ 
selves 
by parachuting to the 
ground, and four planes made safe 
landings at points in southern Ala­ 
bama bey ond the fog belt. 
The two fatalities w’ere Lieut. 
Norman M. Ostergren. 26, of Fort 
Peack, Mont., 
and 
Lieut. 
Guil- 
herme F. 
Presser, 
one of two 
Brazilian naval officers attending 
the Pensacola school. Ostergren’s 
plane crashed and burned near Mc- 
David, Fla., 25 miles away , while 
Presser’s ship fell and burned at 
the air station. 
According to Station Command­ 
ant Lieut. J. P. Monroe, the planes 
were making a last flight before 
graduating the nine students, all of 
whom were fly ing Boeing single­ 
seat fighters.
